SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


“BLESSINGS” OF ANTISEMITisy)_ 


ALAAM meant to curse 
Israel ;, that he did not do so 
is aS much a tribute to him 
as to our ancestors. Balaam was a 
Gentile prophet; in his highest 
moments he was inspired by the 
Divine spirit. He looked at Israel 
from the heights: “For from the 
top of the rocks I see him, and 
from the hills I behold him.” 
From that plane he could only 
bless our people. As a thinker, as 
an idealist, he ineluctably recog- 
nised the immortal greatness of the 
erstwhile slaves of Pharaoh. He 
perceived, with prophetic insight, 
that in them was the seed of true 
civilisation; that they were to 
become, despite all their short- 
comings, the People of the Book. 
The episode of Balaam reveals, 
single luminous flash, the 
abiding character of antisemitism, 
which. views the Jew not from the 
lofty altitude of truth, but from the 
low-lying, primordial slime © of 


human envy, venomous racialism, 


causeless hatred. _Zangwill defined 
Judophobia as a +Gentile disease. 
The Torah’s analysis goes further: 
it lays bare its etiology.

TOURING WRITER 
OF FOLK-LORE 


Search for material

On a short visit to this country is 
Mr. Efraim Davidson, one of Israel's 
outstanding folklorists and author of 
two important books on Jewish 
humour and folk-lore *hroughout the 
ages. 

Mr. Davidson's stay in Britain is 
part of a European tour which he 

as undertaken in an effort to collect 

——" before it is too late,” as he said 
~~the remaining material still avail- 
able in the memory of Jews and in 
libraries or private collections. 

A retired schoolmaster, Mr. David- 
son has devoted some 40 years of 
his life to the study of Hebrew and 
Yiddish folk-lore in all the lands of 
Jewish dispersion. In 1951. he pub- 
lished a monumental volume 
(“Tzchok Binu”)}—an anthology of 
humour and folk-lore in Hebrew 
literature from Biblical times to the 
creation of the State of Israel. Eight 
years later appeared his second work 
(“ Tzchok L’e Israel”), which gives a 
comprehensive picture of Jewish folk- 
lore in the Land of Israel.

He is now working on his third 
book, .an anthology of 
humour and folk-lore in ‘he oe 
“These three books together,” 
said, “will reflect the 
unity of Jewish humour and Jewish 
folk-ways throughout the ages and 
throughout the Jewish dispersion.”

Eichmann stands for the frustrated 
and discontented Germans (and 
Austrians) who constituted such 
excellent raw material for turning out 
devout Nazis. He. symbolises not 
only the Nazi régime which carried 
out the murder of six million Jews 
but also the Germans. who turned 
their heads away and pretended 
ignorance, and even the Allies who

HE big literary news in the 
United States these days is

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NEW INITIATIVE FOR REFUGEES 


HE text of the personal message sent by 

President Kennedy to the heads of major 

Arab States on the day of his meeting with 
Mr. Ben-Gurion—which is now available—empha- 
sises both the U.S.A. administration’s awareness 
of the need to bring about an equitable settlement 
of the. Arab-Israel dispute and its deep Concern 
over the plight of the Palestine refugees. © This 
concern arises from political and humanitarian 
considerations alike; it should serve to. remind 
the Israeli authorities. and their well-wishers of 
the urgent need to. break the deadlock, if serious 
political setbacks are to be avoided: | 


The essence of the Palestine refugee problem 
is simple enough and would not need- restating 


were it not for present controversies animated 
‘more by a desire to score propaganda points than 


to. elicit historical truth which—as might be 
expected in the case of hotly contested events of 
only .a dozen. years ago—still needs definitive 

presentation. In 1947 the Arab. League and the 
Higher Committee of Palestinian Arabs rejected. 


the U.N. Partition agreement and set out to 


destroy the proposed Jewish State by force of 


‘arms. In the course of the bitter struggle which 
followed, a large number of the Arabs in. those: 


areas where fighting took place fled to neighbour- 
ing territories, whence the Israeli authorities have 
allowed only a minority ‘to return. Attempts to 
allocate responsibility. exactly between Arab 
authorities, Britain, the United Nations. (who did 
nothing to prevent the conflict), and the Israelis 


should not be allowed io obscure either the origin 


of the problem, which was Arab aggression, oF 


the present need to find a solution, at once doth 


humane and politically. viable. 

For some years now Israel has been on the 
defensive where this issue js concerned. Her 
case has not succeeded in reaching or convincing 


wide enough audiences in the West who are over-- 


whelmed by reports of the refugees’ sufferings. It 


is therefore in Israel's interest to take the initiative 
with. a bold, clear policy towards the refugee 
problem which would appeal to right-minded 
people and transfer the onus to those Arab 
Governments who oppose resettlement and wish 
to keep the refugees as a stick with which to 


beat Israel. 


In the first place Israel. should again make it 
clear that though her previous insistence that the 
refugee problem should be solved within a general 
peace settlement is just, she is willing. to 
separate the refugee problem from a_ general 
settlement, in order. that. these poor. wretches 
should not. continue to suffer for their leaders’ 
intransigence. (An Israeli spokesman did. make 
a similar concession early this year, but its 
implications failed to reach world public opinion.) 
Secondly, Israel should make an unambiguous 
and generous offer of compensation for property 
and other losses. to all refugees who accept 
resettlement... Thirdly, Israel should announce 


that in the event of general resettlement 


undertaken she would be willing to take back < 
specified number of hard-core cases who are 


unable to be absorbed into the: economy of the 


Arab States. 


To press for Israeli initiative to. break the dead- 


lock is in no way to suggest that their previous— 


stand has. been unjust or responsible for. the 


deadlock. But it is not sufficient to be in the. 


right; Israel must also make certain that she 
appears to-be right if an extremely awkward 


‘contretemps at the forthcoming U.N. Assembly is 


to be avoided. A. bold and clearly defined 
initiative. on Israel's part will. win friends and 
supporters..and help towards. the reduction of 
tensions in the region, to say nothing of con- 
tributing to the alleviation of human suffering.

Further consideration 


Sir,—The Rey. Dr. Pearl presented 
us with several dismal. statistics on 
Jewish students at Oxford in his letter 
last week on Religion at the Univer- 
sities. I should like to point out that 
the Cambridge Jewish Society would 
make him far more aptimistic regard- 
ing the future of Jewish university 
youth. 


It is by no means unusual to find 


twenty-five to thirty persons at the 
Friday night service, and almost the 
same number at a normal Sabbath 
morning service, including a fair 
sprinkling of women students and 
dons. There are normally abeut two 
hundred Jewish students at Cam- 
bridge of whom one hundred or so 
join. the Jewish Society. On an 
average throughout the year about 
sixty attend Friday night dinner, but 
support tor Sabbath lunches and 
shiurim is hardly _ better than 
Oxford's. The Cambridge Society is. 


perhaps more successful than Oxford . 


because facilities are in general, far 


-better. 


Hillel support is generously. forth- 


coming, while the -residents of the 


local community also contribute their 
share. By far the largest part of the 
Society’s outlay, however, is provided 
by the: students themselves. 


Subscriptions are exceedingly high, 
and every so often it is found neces- 


sary to hold a major fund-raising 
function. As. Dr... Peatl says, a 
‘ prince. of ‘givers ” would be a bless- 
ing, and a University. Chaplain, for 
whom the Society ts negotiating at 
this very moment, is absolutely 
essential to encourage the whole- 
hearted desire on the part of Jewish 
students at Cambridge to faster an 
active Judaism.

We live in an age of automa- 
tion, prefabrication, rapid advances 
scarcily. of 
land. But we still insist on build- 
ing with traditional materials using 
thousands of gallons of water in 
a single house and involving a 
higher ‘proportion of labour to 
materials than any other form of 
production. 


Regulations 
These traditional materials, such 


as concrete, bricks, tiles, and 
timber have a. life, if properly 
maintained, of 1,000 years or 
more. | 


Building Acts, by-laws, and ail 
building regulations have regard, 
by and large, only to materials in 
general use ; define qualities, struc- 
tural strengths, methods of work, 
etc.; and have been written by 
experts 
their shoulders at the past. 

This, while ensuring that sub- 
standard: building with traditional 


materials is largely prevented, has

builders are 
severely limited with regard to

Why then do we attempt by 
legislation to perpetuate the same 
building methods and to determine 
that all buildings should be of a 
standard to outlast usefulness?

Places of worship, public and 

government buildings, and all 
buildings for which permanency is 
desirable should be regarded in an 
entirely different light from houses, 
offices, and schools.

ITH the year just half way 
through its course, many 
estate agents already find 
records being broken for the 
amount of business handled to 
date. 


Property companies are record- 
ing higher incomes than they anti- 
cipated, and those concerns which 
put their shares on the market have 
found the public’s rush to back 
them overwhelmingly embarras- 
sing. 

Here and there are sounds off. 
A few chairmen of property com- 
panies have called for caution, 
warning that increased competition’ 


resulting in’higher prices for avail-— 


able sites cannot do other than cut 
profits in the future. 

But their cries are unheeded | 
most directions, and there 1s fae 
tainly: no evidence that the pro- 
perty market generally is scared 
of the years to come, either 
immediately or long term.

It is true that, competition for 


land has pushed up prices again. 
But; as Mr. Renaid Lyon, whose 
company builds 80 new factories 
and warehouses a year, said ir 
reply to. Mr. Gaitskell when the 
latter quoted the price of £276,000 
for an industrial site the company 


had acquired, prices for sites. 
would continue to rise. 
Competition 

In any. case, builders, and 

developers, to stay in bu sines SS, 


must have land on which to build, 
and the fewer the sites the greater 
the competition, and inevitably the 
greater the price. The alternative 
is to go out of. business altogether. 
In the event the prices are paid 
and the sites obtained. This state 
of affairs also applies to the multi- 


ples who want to establish shops | 


in. the high. streets of: our various 
towns. 

So. -long as. a. foothold is 
obtained, the figure demanded 
seems immaterial—and presumably 
the business pays off, otherwise the 
step would not be taken. 

Perhaps the high prices are best 
seen by most people in the cost 
of buying a house. As.always, the 


prices are highest where competi- - 


tion is greatest, which means that 
anywhere in the London area the 


level is considerably above that in 
other parts of the country. 
Pressure for housing 
immediate London area is forcing 
a general move farther and farther 
out. Now coastal towns from 
which daily travelling is possible 
are beginning to get the backwash 
of London prices. Because 
demand is heightening, prices are 
hardening and rising.

This 
“folk morality” was the first of 
his works to appear outside 
Poland—at theatres. in Czecho- 
slovakia, 

But despite’ his successes-—and 
the writing of two full-length 
novels-—-Jakub Zonszajn the. writer 
was still working as a porter in a 
meat market to earn his living.

TOLLS 


By JOHN 


Burnt Offering. By DAaNniet Spice- 
HANDLER. The Macmillan Co., New 
York. 27s... 6d. 


This is a raw, harsh, unsparing 
novel. It is of the school of Heming- 
way, and has in it almost too much 
of the Old Master's gruff but highly 
self-conscious. virility. Substitute a 
kibbutz on the ‘mountainside by the 
Jerusalem/Tel Aviv road in 1948 for 
a bridge over a torrent in Spain in 
the Civil War, and you have a similar 
and. atmosphere, a similar 


bitter tension. a similar mixture of- 


violence and sobbing sentimentality. 
It is a formula—but a formula which 
works. 


For the book is. without doubt, 
extremely readable, but a life-long 
disciple of Uncle Ernest may be for- 
given for spotting the formula that 
underlies the speed and tautness of 
narrative and dialogue. An. April 
morning i 1948, Jerusalem has been 
under siege for close on sixty days, 
and a group of Americans escaping 
from the remains of a shot-up bus, 
come up to kibbutz Dror through the 
pine forest. Between Dror and Jeru- 
salem, on the highest peak above the 
road, stands the big, glittering 
monastery of Stella Montis, being 
used by the Arabs as Cassino. was 
thought to be being used by the Ger- 
mans four years earher.. One of the 
Americans 4s not. Jewish, but a 
Catholic: of Irish extraction with a 
contemptuous hatred of the British. 
He is also an expert in the art’ of 
blowing up buildings. . His former 
Colonel, a Jew from. the Southern 
States, has summoned him from far 
away for the single job of blowing 
up Stella Montis. 

A .Palmach unit in Dror, to which 
Trigger, the Gentile, 1s attached, is 
commanded by Gideon, the _ first 
sabra child to be born there in the 


kibbutz's early days. Other charac-

The British (off- 
stage) are described as limeys, with 
“effeminate hips.” People say 
“ Tov—-Good” to. one another, in 
tremendously tough tones, and the 
amount of English-American bad 
language that is used makes Lady 
Chatterley’s gamekeeper secm a 
mealy-mouthed prig. 


Genuine feeling 


But but... the feeling behind 
the formula is deep and genuine. Mr. 
Spicchandler has studied “ For Whom 
the Bell Tolls” -with real under- 
standing ; and he has. perceived the 
essential truth which that book pro- 
pounds, and he has applied it to a 
fewish situation: “ Any man’s death,” 
said John Donne, “ diminishes me, 
because | am involved in mankind ; 
and therefore never send to know for 
whom the bell tolls; it. tolls for 
thee.” 

[his perception redeems the book's 
faults and often exasperating 
mechanism. It makes forgivable Mr. 
Spicehandler’s unabashed cruditics. 


The formula may win the book a 


certain popularity. The truth behind 


the formula ‘gives rise to the hope 


that. Mr: Spicehandler mav one day 
write a book. of real strength and 
originality. But I see that he teaches 
English at two colleges in New York.

Doing what comes naturally

A post-Impressionist before Impres- 
siomsm, Honoré Daumier was first 
appreciated as a caricaturist, then as 
a lithographer, and lastly as a painter.

He worked entirely from 
memory, without notebook or model, 
and he must have loved esthetically 
even while he hated humanistically, 
for all his figures have a basic dignity. 

His best drawings are so. well

EMIGRATION 


Sim,—Your editorial comment on 
migration to Israel from this country 
(in your June 16 issue) calls for 
some comment. { do pot think it is 
right to say that emigration from 
Britain over the past ten years has 
averaged two to three hundred a 
year. According to our reasonably 
confirmed estimate the number. is 
between four and five hundred a 
year. This is without taking into 
account the unknown numbers of 
tourists who have opted io remain in 
Israel. 

As t returnees, i consider that in 
comparison with other immigration 
countries the number of returnees 
from Israel is much lower, and in no 
authoritative appraisal has jt ever 
been thought to be as high as 10 per 
cent. Furthermore, we know of a 
very large number of. these who. 
after an attempt at resettling in this 
country, have decided yet. again to 
go to Israel, this time to. stay. 

_ The Jewish Agency office does in 
fact give factual information on 
employment and housing, and in some 
cases has succeeded in arranging the 
allocation. of housing and salaried 
positions before the immigrants leave 
this country. Whereas it is some: 
times thought that immigrants — are 
dealt with much too. slowly,. this is 
because of the efforts of the local 
Office in finding the best opportunity 
for the prospective immigrant before 
he leaves this country. Lists of jobs 
open to immigrants are available in 
the Jewish Agency offices, though. it 
is understandable that employers. in 
israel are reluctant to make a firm 
offer of employment to people they 
have never seen. Nevertheless, this 
office is doing its ulmost to establish 
a Scheme whereby prospective candi- 
dates for positions in Israel will be 
interviewed in this country by people 
or firms whose opinion will be accept- 
able.to the employer in Israel.

While in. Israel, Mr. Ornadel will 
tour. the country making tape record- 
ings of Israeli choirs, and the natural 
“sounds " of the State and its. people. 
He is also hoping, he told me, to use 
Israelis choirs and a New York choir. 

The Biblical narrative (there will 
be twelve records altogether, including 
four from the New Testament) will 
be. presented. unmultilated. but. sum- 
marised, so aS to present a complete 

narrative, and will be submitted for 
approval to the Chief Rabbi and the 
Church authorities.
